ZAP. N.D. (AP) — A 
weekend "Zap-in” ..fnded 
abruptly Saturday as National 
Guardsmen and police cleared 
2,000 to 3,000 young persons, 
many of them college stu¬ 
dents. out irf this small town 
following a nlgtit of destruc¬ 
tion in the business section. 

Some businesses ailong the 
block-long Main Street were a 
shambles after beer-drinking 
young persons milled about 
torough the night as pert of 
their "happesung” 

By daybreak Saturday, the 


community of 300 residents 
was under martial law with 
508 National Guardsmen on 
hand. 

Wearing combat uniforms 
and carrying rifles and five- 
f<»t long clubs, the Guards¬ 
men cleared Zap ig about an 
hour. 


About 1.0(X) partying youths, 
90 per cent of them male, 
then headed foe the nearby 
communities of Beulah and 
Hazen, somewhat larger than 
Zap. Guardsmen ft^lowed 


them and hustled carloads of 
y'lxiths out of those towns. 

Several hundred of the 
youngitters eventually made 
their way to Bismaric. North 
Dakota’s capital city about 85 
miles souttiwest of Zitp. 

The "Zap-in," which wa.sn’t 
supposed to have started until 
Saturday, got off prematurely 
when college-age person.^, 
most of them from North 
Dakota but some from other 
states and Canada, rolled into 
the village Friday.

T he financial world is again caught'in one 
of its recurring currency problems. Hiis time West 
Germany is the centre of the furore as the rulers of 
that country are being pressed to have the value of 
the mark upgraded. 

Such a mot«, except for the prestige that goes 
along with it, and the favor it confers on those who 
hold, or own, marks, is of doubtful long-term value 
unle» it is accompanied by multi^teral changes in 
other currencies. 

While It is true the German economy Is running 
better than most, and certainly more easily than that 
of either France or Britain, an upward a(Uustment of 
the mark would primarily make it more difficult for 
Germans to sell abroad, and would make the German 
market more vulnerable to imported goods, particu¬ 
larly from fellmv members of the Ehiropean Oimmon 
Market against whom tariffs either do not exist, or 
are minimal. , 

The crisis Is really an extension of last year’s 
battle of the French franc in which only the 
determination of ex-pr^ident Charl^ de Gaulle 
pfevented a devaluatiem of that country’s currency, 
liien as now it was pointed out that In the European 
economy the German mark is priced too low and the 
French franc too high. 

The French franc is still In trouble, but until such 
time as that country has settled down under its new 
r^me it is unlikely that any decision to devalue will 
be taken. 

Thus at the moment, the pressure of hot money is 
upon the German mark. 

The Swiss bankersC'^and other International 
financiers who live on the financial problems and 
difficulties of others are pouring more coals on the fire 
by routing specidative movements of capital to gain 
for themselves possible large capital gains by adroit 
switching from one currency Into another. 

As such speculation has no economic value to the 
world at large, it is a regrettable fact of high 
financial life, and it is a great pity that world 
government has not greater power to deal with the 
problem. 

In the recent German crisis the central bank of 
that country is finding itself being loaded ’wdth dollars, 
francs, pounds and other currencies, es the “Gnomes 
of Zurich” and other money dealers work their art 
and create mighty mountains out of tiny molehills as 
they go along. 

TTiere is surely something very far wrong when a 
group of men In ivory chambers can wrirel* about 
their hot money millions to bring themselves a quick 5 
or 10 per cent profit and at the same time throw into 
confusion the efforts of those whose job It Is to 
preserve for the millions a steady and equitable 
cuTTCTicy arrangement.

Electron ’Scope Heralds New Era

The Universt^ trf Victoria's 
first electron microscope will 
Soon open a whole new field of 
atudiea in biology. 

Now being ass«nbled In the 
biology department, the instni- 
ment will create magniScatlQr 
two or three hundred times 
larger than the best optical 
microsec^ permits. 

Wifit lt.4facuMy and graduate 
students plan atudiee feeding to 
better knowledge of toee 
growth, the cause of cystic 
fibrosis in hvansns. and the 
formation of sense organs. 
Many more rMearch projects 
are to toe oflng.

The PMlipa EMIOO Irstrument 
K'AS bought secondhand from 
the Uidversity of Toronto fw 
S7,000, compared wltti $40,000 
fi>r a new one.

The purchase was negotiated 
by biology professors George 
Maekie and Arthur Fontaine. 

Assentoly of the microscope Is 
being supervised by H. F. 
Dietrich, senior scientific assist 
tant In the biology department 
An optical microscope i^ea 
light waves to magnify a 
Bp^men, and it eaimot liefine 
an obje^ smalleT than the 
wavelength of visible light 
The electron microecope uses 
k-ray* as a "Hght” Bource. They 
are focussed not with glass 
lenses but with magnets.

‘ Since he Joined the staff of 
Sie University of Victoria in 
1964 he has pi^uced a steady 
supply of helmets, period fur¬ 
niture. antique and ancient 
muiical Inatnimenta and a 
variety of crowns tor the 
royalty of the stage. 


His latest project involved the 
creation of crowns to the 
Victoria Fair production of 
Hamlet. He has designed and 
bwU two crowns. One Is to 
King Claudius and one is to the 
ghoet of Hamlet's father. 


These are <A leather which 
has been decorated to look liitt 
[H^ious metal. The use ol 
leather is his own innovation. 


His first creatidhs were In aazed 
felt but he has found leather 
j produces the most realistic 
I effect. 

Mr. Baba was bom In Berlin 
and ran into trouble with the 
communist authorities right 
from his scho(4 days. He 
couldn’t complete high school 
because he refused to Join a 
political youth group. His 
father, an Interior decorato*. 
decided he should take up an 


a p p renticeahip and so he 
entered a woodworking com¬ 
pany. 

After completing the required 
years o t training he still 
couldn’t find the job satlsfactiwi' 
he wanted in East Berlin so he 
decided to escape to the west. 


Designer Baba ready for anything 


He smuggled out his clothing 
by wearing two suits at a time 
and as soon as he was ready he i 
said goodbye to his family and 
left. Refugee groups helped him 
get established and after a khort 
time he was flown to a Job In 
Cologne. 

Here he again .worked in the 
machine room of a company 
that specialized in fine furni¬ 
ture. Mr. Baba continued to 
team more about his trade but 
still couldn't find satisfaction in 
the job. 

On impulse he decided to 
apply to entry to Canada and 
after the usual bouts of paper 
work was told ho would be 
admitted.

It was November 1997 when 
he arrived in Winnipeg and 
after a bout of unemt^oyment 
he found a job in the furniture 
business. In en effort to learn 
English Iw watched television 
and read the newspapers trom 
cover to cover with the aid of a 
dictionary. 

He read of the activities of 
the Manitoa Theatre Centre 
and decided to take a course in 
theatre appreciation. 


During the lectures he met 
Peter Mannering who cemvineedi 
him he should take further 
study In theaitre. The young' 
immigrant went on to complete | 
ail the courses offered in 
theatre. ..

In July 1964 he decided to 
move from Winnipeg and join 
Peter Mabnering here at Vic¬ 
toria Theatre Studio, forerunner 
of Bastim Theatre. 

When the University of ViC'I 
toria was looking to a stage-1 
craft technician Mr. Mannering | 
recommended Mr. Baba to' 
Prof. Oari Hare and that was 
the start of his work at the 
university. 

In September of 1964 he 
joined the staff on campus in a 
full time capacity.

Since then he has acted and 
handled stagecraft to most of 
the shows. | 

To make sure his designs and 
workmanship are accurate Mr. 
Baba has built up an extensive 
library of styles and designs. 

He has made furniture from 


almost every period in the book 
from Gothic to Modem and built 
a variety of props Including 
swords and helmets. 

One of his toughest assign¬ 
ments was to design and build 
an ancient Greek instrument 
called a cithara. It was used in 
the Bscehae. This took weeks of 
research beoause none of the 
standard text books gives much 
information <xi the constniction 
of this instrument.

The final product was made 
from wood and each string was 
authentic. The cithara to the 
play was tuned and played. It is 
iKkv in the university's collec¬ 
tion. 

The quality of Mr. Baba's 
work has earned him an excri- 
ient reputation in theatre 
circles. He now is considering 
an offer to join Stanford Uni¬ 
versity in California as tech- 
. nical director and lecturer In 
j stagecraft.

One of Shawnigan Lake’s most picturesque his* 
forical buildings will disappear under the wreck¬ 
ers’ hammers sometime this fall. 

The Strathcwia Lodge School fur Girls, which was found¬ 
ed in 1927, is in the process of getting a new seven-building 
complex to replace the old wooden structure that has been 
part of the Shawnigan Lake scene since the turn of the 
century. 

The ecKnplex is being constructed by G. H. Wheaton Ltd., 
of Victoria, and will cost more than Sl.000,000. 

The new buildings wdil be able to accommodate 200 girls 
and the staff. 

★ 

The doomed structure wes built by the Shawnigan Lake 
Hotel Company In 1900 at a cost of 515,000. Lumber at that 
time was selling fbr about 512 for 1,000 board feet. Today's 
price for the same amount of lumber is 5180. 

The hotel company obtained a 99-year lease on the building 
site from the E & N Railway and on Sept. 19, 1900 the Strath- 
c«» Hotel opened. 

II was sold throe years later to a Victoria woman who 
operated it for the next six years before disposing of it to a 
Vancouver firm. 

During the First Wtirld War the hotel became part of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway's hotel chain. 

It was operated as a hotel until 1927 when it began its 
career a.s a school.

His vote Jbs 877 to 483 for 
Duncan Eornonds, 33-yearK}]d 
business ccaisultant formerly on 
the staff of Prime Minister 
Lester Pearson; 142 for Benue 
Wolfe, 46, metrc^litan Winni¬ 
peg politician and long-time 
party worker; and 16 for late- 
starting Rev. Lloyd Henderson. 
61, a perennial Liberal leader¬ 
ship candidate.

Highwaya Minister Gordexi 
Taylor oCticiBlly declared as the j 
Yellowhead Route the i»ov- 
Ince’a highway 16, from the 
A I b erta-Saskatchewan border 
through Edmonton to Jasper 
National Park. 

'Ihe Yellowhead Route was 
first promoted more than 25 
years ago as a seenic a)terna-i 
tive to the southern inter¬ 
provincial highway system, now 
the Trans-Canada. It now offers 
paved roads through timber and 
bushland north of the treeless 
Prairies. 

Taylor said Saturday all four 
western provinces are anxtous 
to improve the Yellowhead 
Highway west to Kamloops and 
Vancouver, but there are prol^ 
lems concerning priorities.

Try repotting her in a pot just a 
shwie too smaSl, so her toes wvU be 
pinched. Use a sandy loam soil, not 
overly rich, and keep it just a little on 
the dry side. 

Gave no fertilizer at aU, but fuU sun 
and identy of fresh air.

Of course, not more than 
tiN'e or 10 per cent of college 
students are leaders of riots 
or demonstrations; not more 
than about the same per cent 
of blacks are miUtantly in¬ 
volved in U.S. urban struggles 
— yet many of the others will 
follow where they lead, or at 
least will not oj^ioee their 
efforts. 

The great mass of pet^le 
are generally indifferent to 
what are called "mass move- 
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So-called "minority" move¬ 
ments have always turned out 
to be the most crucial and 
Important ones in humarl 
events, for they cast the 
shadow of the future, while 
the majority look only back¬ 
ward or sideways... 


Barely one pec cent of Ure 
Russian people — mostly 
intellectuals and students 
rather than proletarians — 
brought about (he Russian 
revolution.

What is ironically amusing 
about this whole matter of

These are the 15 Poor Clare sisters who live at 2050 Haultain, members 
of the strict, contemplative order of nuns founded in 1212 in Italy and a praying part of 
this area since 1912. 

OAK BAY NUNS LEADERS

Yesterday these women and their predecessors 
lived a harsh and penHeniial, medieval^ype Ufe; they 
stiU do hy everyday standards hut they, too, have been 
happily caught in the freshening radiance of the late 
Pope John*s vision of increasing oneness between 
clergy and laiiy and world religions. 


The monastery here is a leader ki 
this dramatic change. 

It appears at first in little, 
almost startling ways. 

When we visiteld the abbess, Rev. 
Mother Mary Michael, the other 
day, greeting was a cordial smile 
and a handshake. 

A few years ago in tfie same 
monastery the (hen-abbess politely 
refused to give even her name. She 
was interviewed through an iron 
curtained grille, completely unseen! 

Perpetual adoration — a aim 
praying at all times before the altar 
in the monastery chapel. Is also a 
thing ot the past, ae is rising for an 
hour's devotion at midnight. 

The reasoning now is that sisters 
who have sleep split in the middle ot 
the night are tired when they arise 
at 5:30 a.m. so the day's worit and 
obligatiois suffer. A natural 
assumption, but it took cotmtlesa 
years to endorse this fact. 

It was "not too long ago" says 
the attractively serene abbess, a 
youthful-appearing woman who tat 
been a Poor Clare 36 years, since 
newspapers were allowed within 
monastery confines. 

And they borrowed a television 
set to watch the recent Apollo 
flights. They don't own a TV. as yet 

In days past a sign on the parlor 
wall said visitors would be granted 
15 minutes and parents a talf-hour. 
The privilege was given only cn 
strictly limited occasions. 

The sign is no longer there. 

Perhaps the most personaSy 
intriguing aspect of the change was 
to actually "see" the abbess and the 
accompanying nun. Sister Judish 
Ann. at aged 25 the community's 
youngest member. 

For semi-heretical eyes thi^ was 
an experience; even for devout eyes 
of yester-year it was an impossi- 
bility. 

And tile coif or hrtddress once 
vWn was somewhat like blinkers for 
horses. It was difficult for one nun to 
determine who was who amongst 
others, except almost head-on. 
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No more. They now wear a 
simptUied wimfde showing the full 
face, and even that precious adorn* 
meat ot w o m en, the hair. 

And the community, hi the 
spiritual s ense , has participated in 
active ecumenisRi to a point whi<di 
would stiBi Wesley, Calvin. Luther or 
perhaps even the gentle Si. Francis 
of Assisi, the order’s founder. 

They have been addressed by 
both Anglican and Urdted Church 
clergy — and tiiere are more in the 
offing! 

& was SM. Francis who "cut off 
the hair" at Clare Scefi — after 
whom the Poor Oares are named — 
in the wayside chapel of Porziuncoal 
when she fled her home to embrace 
idealism (A tite religioiH life. 

"Ecumenism has rdfected us as 
Qirlstians, not just as Poor CSeres." 
says Mother Michael with conviction, 
tion. 

But there is no dodbt that with 
the adjustment of the Holy Rule to 
present day livhig there is an 
increasing emidiasis on the physical, 
with s view to augmenting the 
spirHusl. 

For exami^ abstinence from 
eating ot meat has been done away 
with: the one-time cup of coffee and 
one slice of br e a d customarily 
allowed for the 8 a m. breakfast it 
now augmented by a cereal. 

The semi-public chapel, part ot 
the old Ov Lady of Lourdes Church 
replaced about nine yean ago by 
modernistic St. Patrick's, seats 35 
persons in addition to the nuns. 
Previously the sisters sat behind a 
screen and couldn't even see the 
priest celebrating mass.The screen 
is now gone. The cloister chapel has 
its own altar back-toback with the 
external chapel’s altar. 

If there is a link between 
intemabenalism and ecuBoenism — 
and there certainly must be — the 
Poor Clares here exemfrflfy this. It’s 
an' international little monastery: 
the abbess, here 6H years, comes 
from St Andrews. N.B., and others 
from the U-S., Jamaica. Ireland. 
Switzerland, England, and. else¬ 
where in this country. Quebec, 
P.E.I.. Ontario, Saskatchewan and 
Femie, B.C. 

The Poor Clares, with houses 
throughout the world, came to North 
America from Europe in 1875 and 
established their first community bi 
New Orleans. It was from tills 
foundation that three sisters came to 
establish the monastery in VicUvia 
in 1912. 


IN DRAMATIC 
CHANGE 


They arrived Oct. 19. ItU, and 
lived temporarily with the Sistos ef 
St. Ann in a small house at 633 
Dunedin Street. 

The monastery wMdi hu bean 
their home to this day—repaired a 
half-dozen or so years ago vtiien wail 
cracks rivaled frescoes—was ta’l* 
by Michael Lawless and completed 
in Decmber of m2. 

It is one of the two Bn^irt^ 
speaking houses in Canada; the 
other is in Mission C9^, B.C, 
esublished in 1950 by nuns from the 
monastery here. Mission Oty now 
has nine Poor Clares. 

AB told there are about 100 of the 
nuns in Chnada, the remainder in 
Quebec. 

Numbers of sisters here have 
varied, from the original three to 34. 
Oldest today is Sister Mary rwHttp 
ioe, 73. a native of Quebec. Among 
her duties is gardening. ' 

All the sisters are professed; that 
la. they tave taken final vows of 
po v e r ty, chastity and obeAenee 
after six years as postulants and 
novices. 

It is a supernatural life, one 
battling nature. But wWi ssMs 
seldom made in a tay God. they 
believe, grants the graces necessary 
to aecomiBish the nearsm puasild e hr 
this special vocation. 

Their role: They Illustrate a 
pronounced need in this world «f 
rush and ruckus to withdrew to a 
life of spiritual substance baaed on 
belief aid fortitude. 

IVhen one lives primartly In an 
attempt to underatand and relate to 
infinity, life Itself glows with a 
richer color, and even the shadows 
are muted by an eternal redtooce. 

So. even with relaxation of the 
rule, the nuns' life is still a hrOd and 
magnifleent calling. 

Please dotx't emphasize the 
inconsequential points of our way of 
life," tta abess asks. "The mato 
reason we are here Is prayer." 

The key to this is the sitonee, 
maintained in work during the day 
except when absolutely necessary to i 
speak. This cuts through the trivia 
of everyday living, thus linking the 
soul more closely with God. 

The nuns pray together redting 
the Divine Office almost seven hours 
daily; and then there are perscnal 
prayers. V 


In the entrance hall is a smaO 
box maiked "intentions." Into this 
BO requests for prayers from the 
sick, the troubled -from anyone 
believtag in the etflciacy of prayer. 

You can even phone the monas¬ 
tery and ask their support in 
prayer! 

Apart from prayers? 

They sew for the various pari.sh 
churches—vestments, altar clothes 
and other items needed for liturgical 
worship; • make altar breads, 
caodtos, greeting cards and even 
soap tar their own use. 

Tta little group is highly srif- 
■ufficient to most matters, and 
operates a large garden wfiich 
provides fkmers for the altar and 
Iniiti and vegetables for the table. 

Few residents of Oak Bay, or 
Greater Victoria for that matter, 
know the nuns exist. Those who do 
know next to nothing about the 
order. 

Hardly a shaking disclosure for 
caily about 5 per cent of tite 
nataaclpali^’s populaticHi is Roman 
CatiHfie. 

It is anMrent when chatting with 
the good sisters that they are not sad 
aalnti. 

**You are tappy. aren’t you?" 

"How con you tell?” responds fiie 
abbess. 

People can smile and 
tfisguise vtAcea. but they can't 
disguise the' eyes." 

The nun's eyes laughed apprecia¬ 
tion at this prony-ante psychology 
which, inckfentalty, is true.

The 
PhillifK were npt bothered by the high altitude as 
they had by then become accustomed to it. The 
bearers did the cookir^ cn this trip but 
unfortunately matches had been forgotten so they 
resorted to the ancient method of making fire 
with two Hints. 

Sleeping arrangetnencs were decidedly prinu> 
tive. They slept in sleeping bags on the verandahs 
of farmhouses and they bedded down In order at 
aeniorHy. first David, then Hans, then Anne-Marie 
next the cook, and the reet ttf the servants. 
Women in Nepal, snules Aime-Marte, are of little 
importance. *I^e small Hans, beii^ a male, to'ik 
precedence over his mother and it was always the 
unhappy lot of Aruie-Maric to be next to hie 
rather od.>rileraus cook. 

Water, of course, was scarce, and the Phiikps 
made frequent use of deodcH-ants to the fascinaUoo 
of the natives who were sure that this was holy 
water. 

Time was never wasted in erecting tents and 
they walked each day from dawn til] dusk. Datid 
had only 28 day* leave so dme was of the 
ewence. 

Ihe scenery, they both say. was indesci^bably 
beautiful. Where they walked there was no anour 
but always the eternal mows of the Himalaya* 
were before them. They recitU that at 'Hiyango 
botiche, base camp for Sir John Hunt’s expedMiui, 
Hans, four years old, first saw snow and was 
aoiaz^ and terrified of this atrsnge phenomenn. 

Always, when they travelled, the PhUMpe and 
the small white boy were objects of the utmost 
eunoBfty to the local people, liwy were extremely 
impressed by their great wealth—diey actually 
owned a change of clothing! 

When ttwir three-year stint was up in Nepal 
they were posted to Singapore for another three 
year* and K was there that they made all 
arrangements to come to &^tish Columbia. 

In Singapore they were permitted to join the 
Canadian Assoetatkm of Singapore. Mrs. Phillips 
says she is sure thaf we at hoine have no btoa 
the loyalty of Canadiara abroad. They drank rye, 
not Scotch, and gave progressive diner* with tiny 
Canadian flags on the tables, and expressed thenr 
loyeity to their count r y in a thousand way*. 

On one leave fnm Sii^apOR, the Phillip* 
went by ship to Sabah—pReviousIy EMdah 
Borneo—and juto for the fun at it, say* David,

The Happy Wanderers

If one trig Ilf Anne~Matie and 
Dttvid Phillip$ in their Feltham 
Road home one might sit on a 
Sherpa blanket of multi-colored 
stripes, tcoven of yak*s toool, with 
one*8 feet on a 5It«rpa saddle blan¬ 
ket of the same glowing colors 
highlighted by the flames in the 
fireplace. Beside the fire are beau¬ 
tiful hand-carved stools from 
Kashmir, religious dancing masks 
from Kathmandu and kukris, the 
curved Gurkha knives, adorn the 
walls of this fascinating room. 


In 1963 Anne-Marie and David were cn the 
Sfratnager airMrip to Eastetn Nepal waiting for 
h plane of the Royal Nepalese Airitnes 
Oorporatiun to take them to Kathmandu, the 
iaUed capital cMy of Nepal. Ihere was a delay in 
the plane's departime and to toat part of the 
world, says Anne-Marie, a delay may mean 
hoiything from five mtouoes to five months. 

Antong the passengers on the i^ane was 
Patrick l^atiey of the Manchester Guardian, 
doing a lecture tour of Itidia. Over cx>ffee the talk 
got around to the subject of retipement. For some 
tone Major David PtiUltps had been looking the 
world over for a sitooMe spot sumewfiere other 
thm England or Detsnark, the Phillips’ respec¬ 
tive countries of origin. 

Just what, inquired Keotfey, were they 
toohtog for? The PhiiUpi said they would bice a 
hklrly quiet place with not too many people, good 
neighbors, beautiful soenery, sea fWiing and 
boot*, fertile soil, and above all, a place with a 
futise for a small boy, their son Han*. 

Ptorlck Keatley tdUl them he had been 
aliroed for meet of hto Ito:, hut had spent his 
boyluod with las fatfao- on one of the Gulf Islands 
of British Columbia. As tor as he was ooncerewd 
there was but one ];Aace to the wraid which 
answered these requirements—an island in Briti^ 
CVAimhia and that was where he himself would 
zetire. 

He gaye them two letters of introduction, one 
to Harry Smith. British Columbia's todustrial and 
trade crHirwelkw in Loidon and the other to Ron 
Gadaby, at that tone editor of the magazine 
Beautiful B.C. Letters were exchanged and ad¬ 
vice, brochures and papers mailed to Nepal and 
the Phillips were so knpreseed that the decision 
vm made to retire to Vancouver Island. 

Ihey had been to Nepal for three years uhcre 
Majcr Phillips was serving af a Gurkha reentotog 
depot at Dharan in Easfam Nepal. At tftis depot 
Guikras were recruited and sent to various 
regiments in the Fv East. 

David Phillips was bora in Bnsnley, Kent, 
England, and at 18 joined the Rifle Brigade of the 


Britiah army. He was taken prisoner at the 
defence of Calais in May, 1910, and spent five long 
years in a prism camp in Prussia. After the war 
he spent a year in England and was then sent to 
the British Army of the Rhine in 1946. In 1932 he 
was postod to the Gurtika depot at Sungei Pafani. 
Kedah, North Malaya, as regimental sergeant 
major and while there he compiled a drill btxik 
for the Brigade of Gurichas. He was commis¬ 
sioned in 1953 and was tnaneferred to t>« 2nd 
Gurkha Rifles. 


WhUe on leave in 1955 he met Anne-Marie, 
underneath the big dkxsk on platf<Mm 11 of 
Liverpool Street station, through an arrangefnent 
with a matchmaking firiend. Uvee weeks later, in 
Denmark, they were married and sailed for 
Singapore from London on the troopship Lanca¬ 
shire on her last trooping voyage to the Far East. 

Anne-Marie is a Danish giri, with a master's 
degree in law from the UniverBity of Copenhagen. 
Their first station together was Sungei Pataid 
where ttiey stayed until 1960. Their son. Hans, 
was bora in Penang to 1959. After an interval of a 
year they were transferred to NepsJ. 

The Phillips lived in the military contonmeni 
and life was limited. There was only one road, 
that built the Brirtish army to the railhead at 
Jogbani. There were no ctoemas, or restaurants, 
in fact, no enteriaintnent of any ksnd. Newspapers 
and other leading material came from England, 
always for out of date, and was passed around 
among the 12 cfficer's fomibes and the few single 
officers in the cantorsnent. These few were the 
etdy Europeans the PhilUps were in contact with. 

The artificial army Ufe was definitriy not 
thefr cup of tea and at every available 
opportuni^ they literally took to the Mils. In the 
thiW years of their sojim in Nepal they travelled 
well over 1,000 miles on foot, to the somewhat 
critical amazement of their EngHsh friends. 
Abvays the small Hans accompanied his parents 
<»i these expeditfons, carried on the back of a 
porter in a specially constructed basket. 

Once on a four-weeks’ trip they walked 
ahngether 350 miles, to the foot of Mt. Everest 
and back, 'niey stayed to the vtilage cf Kumjtsig 
made famous by Edmund Hilary who is 
rospontot^ fiar the buikhng of a school and a 
dispensary there. He still vitots the village but no 
longer climbs since he suffered a heart attack on 
the mountiton of Kangtega. 

On this particular trip were two bearers and 
five pietoTs, cne carrying Hans. Thear food was 
packed in weekly food parcels as there were no 
provisiras to be obtain^ along the way. Each 
porter, says David, eats two pounds of rice a day 
and each csie oarrie* 60 pounds of gear, so an 















The pioneer sidewheel sleamer Isabel made history in her 
30 years; an active ipiarler of a century during which the 
liner, freighter, tugboat and man-o’-war became a house¬ 
hold word in early-day Victoria.

lAiunched July 25, 1866, for 
^Iberni lumber tycoon Capt. Ed¬ 
ward Stamp, the Isabel kad drawn 
a large crowd of weU-wishers to her 
bapiUm at Trahey^s yard. On shore 
and in small boats **crammed to 
fAeir capacity,'* spectators eagerly 
awaited the ages-old ceremony to 
begin at 4 o'clock that Saturday 
afternoon. 

Festivities had to be finished in recced time 
svHen workmen noticed the shoring bolding Isabel 
fast b) her cradle was giving way. and the “last 
*do^' had titerefor to be quieldy knocked away so 
as to give the restless craft a chance to make her 
first marine lounge.” 

“The shout, “She's off!’ soon resounded from 
all sides and away glided the Isabel down the 
ways amid the loud plaudits of the assemblage, 
re-echoed by those on board.” 

So sudden had been her launching that Mrs. J. 
G. Shepherd barely accomplished breaking the 
traditional bottle ot champagne across her 
retreating bows. Even more surt>rised was the 
"jolly skipper” who had been mounting a ladder 
resting against her side when she began to move, 
plummeting him to the ground; fortunately, 
without serious injury. Sheepishly dusting himself 
off, he joined the others in celebrating the 
•uccessful — albeit premature — launching. 

One hundred and 46 feet long. 275-t «n Isabe4 
cost the then awesome amount of 550.000 BuUt of 
the “finest timber ever put into a vessel on tftis 
coast,” her frame was of unblemished pine, her 
keel carved from a single giant fir from Buirard 
Inlet. So fine was the new sidewheeler, in fact, 
thit The ColoBiAt felt her "almost too good to be 
engaged as a tug at the Burrard Inlet mill fax’ 
whach she was designed.” 

Named after a oompany director’s wife. Isabel 
was moored alcwigside the Hudson's Bay 
Company's wharf to await installation of her 
English besier. 

Machinery installed, the etropletinn of her 
Buperstructure advanced rapidly in following 
weeks. Apparently Capt. Stamp had agreed with 
The Coienlst’s observation as to the duties Isabel 
was to perform, for. besides being equippAl as a 
fog, she WAS outfitted to accommodate 50 
passengers and 200 tons of freight. Rumor had K 
she would enter the lucrative San Franciaeo 
trade. 

Oct. 24. Isabel steamed at nine knots out of the 
harbor into the Strait for a trial run. 'Ib Capt. 
Stamp's delight the new ateetmer lerformed 
ti^irably. 

Two weeks later, she returned to Victoria 
from her maiden voyage, having towed the bark 
Deleware to Nanaimo in only 12 hours, Stamp 
reported all on board had been pleased with her 
hailing 

Then. Instead of entering the Catihenia 
puaenger and maH compeSiiion, Isabel tried her 
band at the Victoria-New Westminster run. Tltis 
decision «ooti created excitement in Victoria, on 
the meaning of April 13, when Isabel, netti 20 
pa s s en gers uid 40 tons of freight, slipped her 
moorings from her Inner Harbor berth. 

A ch eer i ng crowd was on hand for it had beoi 
r u mored kbe would race the rival steamer 
Enterprise to Westminster. Bets were made as 
Capt. Stamp slipped his lines, getting a slight 
advantage on the Enterprise whioh had to bock 
from her wharf. Then, funnels belching black 
amoke, mighty paddles churning the sea white, 
they sped out of harbor, Enterprise snorting in 
babri’s foaming wake. 

Capt. Stamp maintained his shght lead arotaid 
Trial Island and out of sight. The gamMing 
fraternity had then endiH^ed a 124iour wait for 
resuHs of the contest, when a telegram repeated 
Isabel had 'focked 10 minutes ahead of Capt. 
Swanson’s command. 

By April 29. the rivalry between the 
ndewheeters had degenerated to open hnstiMy. 
with passengers travelling between Victoria and 
the Royal Ofy enjoying considerably reduced fares 
during a brief rate war. 

It probably had been Capt. Swanson’s 
Bupportm vrito spread the insklious rumtw abroad 
thid Isabel lacked adequate accommodation for

passengers. A canard to n-hich a Vancouver 
resident, undoubtedly at Stamp's inspiration, 
replied that he had inspected the ship personally 
and had betn "quite astonished to see the amount 
of room, amvenience, etc., provided by this 
misrepresented steamer. 

“She cooteinG an elegantly furnished salom 
and a spacious lower deck; the saloon itself would 
contain a nice excursion party. There is a 
splendid clear upper deck the whole length of the 
vessel; this deck will be furnished with a strong 
railing and cuslnaned settings for about 200 
people. A personal visit to the vessel will dispel 
all dtHibt as to her want of capacity.” i 

One factor suggesting this mdorsement to 1 
have been somewhat less than unsolicited is tiie ‘ 
fact the May 24 holiday was but a week distant 
and Isabel, like most steamers of her day, hc^ied 
to cash in on the popular excursions to San Juan 
Island. Cocne the hoUday. hotel proprietor 
Nichedas Bailey had the rcfreshmeik oonccasion 
aboard her. For from 25 to 50 cents, relaxing 
ViotorLans could enjoy a delicious lunch, complete 
with toe <»eam. For the men. Mr. Bailey had 
stocked an adequate supply of the "best wines, 
ales, liquore and segars." 

Then k was back to towing, Isabel hauling the 
lumber ship Aistralind from Burrard Inlri to 
Oape Flatted. 

By November of 1867, Capt. Stamp was again 
casting a hungry eye at the Cakfornia trade, then 
the monopedy of the California, Oregon and 
Mexico Steamship Co. He approached local 
authoritiee for a subsidy of $750 per voyage, two- 
thtrds of u4uoh would be paid by the oolony, the 
balance by the admiralty. During negotiations, 
Isabel continued at the4ask of towboatii^. 

Capt. S4amp.8 application seems to have 
fartied, for the record no mention of Isabri 
heading tor soutiiecTi ports. When next we read of 
the sturdy aidewheeler, she was lady of the 
hour—an honor she was soon to regret! 

Ihis raucous chapter in B.C, maritime lore 


began early in June of foe foHowtng year, whtei 
the British bark Moneta anriured off the Burrard 
Inlet sawmill community of Gas Town to load 
timber. All proceeded as usual until (he next 
morning when a crewman detected smoke. His 
cry smt the crew running to emergency stetitns, 
ripping off hatch covers ar»d mannnis the pumps, 
■nw seamen battled heroicaBy but Capt. WilMam 
Turpin realized almost tminediately that foe 
Qames were spreading rapidly thr mgbout Ifo 
ship. 

U was at this providential moment that Isabel 
ateamediinti view, the F*renoh bark Deux Juks in 
tow. Capt. Tom Pamphlett assessed the Moneta'# 
danger in an instant. Bawling orders for his moi 
to cut the towline, he wheeled Isabel towaiti the 
helf^es Biritoo. Minutes later, he had his line 
secured, as Mnneta's crew struj^lcd franticaly io 
raise anchw. This accomplished, Pamphlett 
towed the frri*hter toward the nearest beariv— 
H4wre she shuddered to a halt on the rocks. 

Seams ruptured, Moneta flooded in minutes. 
Which seems to have been a drastic course of 
action, but effective. As Capt. Pamphlett had 
planned, foe W^tc was extinguished! 

If Capt. Turpin was less than happy >rith Ms 
savior's methods, be was even saddCT when tie 
received owner Stamp's bill. 

“Ten thousand dcdlars!” he roared. “She's 
only worih $15,000!” 

However, uoon reflection, Turpin grudgingly 
offered $2,500. ^tamp was adamant: $10,000 or he 
seised tiw skdp. When Ti»rj>in ignored Wfl 
ultimatum, he obtained a court order authorfring 
High S>wifr A. C. ElUotit to impound the Moneta, 
and that <rfReaaI dutifu&y hastened to Burrard 
He netumed empty-handed. Turpin, “though 
an Englishman, (hav4^) used foe most unbecom¬ 
ing laguage.” 

■Rw (bsrespecttul Briton had. in fact, 
**«atened foe sheriff «sfo worse than wcxtisl 

Ifodaunted. EBiott heeded back to Hasting 
Mai aboard the Isabel wkh rrinforcements. Upon 
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arrival, he was ahocked to notice tiie 
despite her injuries, gone. 

Ordering Isabel about, EHtott ti arg ed fKrm 
■le Gulf of Georgia in seeceh of Ms trily prey. He 
lowd Misieta limping ltvou(di r o ri i e r Pass, 2H 
tniks from shore. PuUtog aksi^ide, EUtott hniinri 
Turpin to surrender Ms sMp. 

In wide-eyvd bsiooenoe. that mariner .dhouied 
back that Kllkitt had no jioisdiotion and liiat he 
eouldn't board. the marshal continued 

arrangements to seize his ship, Ikry l\rpin 
bellowed; “Now, boys, come on, defend the ridp, 
allow no man to come gr boacd!” 

Brandishing an evil looicing swcrd over Ms 
bead, the crusty skipper exhorted; "Knock any 
man dov'n who attempts to came on board,” and 
aXacked. 

Said The relealst: '“niere was then a general 
bowl, every man calling out. 'Oosm ndlh tbe 
damned piratical rascals!” They were all armed 
trith handspikes, harpoons, snta^, and other bke 
weapons, and every man had a quantity at ground 
pepper in his iiandi wbirii was UtAMby bestowed 
cn those who attempted to board tlw vessel. 

”Some b|ew horns, othen yelled, nd as it 
was afterwards proved, mt a few were armed 
with iron weapons red hot. with wMcb ihey 
wounded both Mr. EMoCt and Otficer Mtddiltan. 
one of the pssty at the Mabel.” 

Heroic Elliott had been firet over the side, 
tour officers at hit heels. A thrust from a heated 
weapon seriously wottoded McMillan in the chest, 
and fellow officer Stephens dragged him to 
saf et y. Upon first landing on deck, Eltioil had had 
hto warrant torn from Ms hands and thrown over 
the side. This unfriendly gesture had been 
followed by a lunge with a red-hot pitch fork, 
boning his hand! 

But by then the briri battle was aimoBi 
ended, and. trfflcers firmly entrenched on her 
bloody deck. Mmeta was impotstded, her sails 
furled. Isabel then towed her to Elsqishnait. 

"Amongst the most driemaned detasfeTS of 
the Moneta. was Susannaii, tihe maid in 
attendance on the captain's wife, who brandished 
a pair of rusty tongs over her head, and loudly 
exclained she would bran any man who dared 
oomc on beard the ship. And to move she was in 
earnest, she applied the tongs with great farce to 
ihp shins of the unfortunate marshall, who yeiled 
loudly from tite pain produced by so funrddaMe a 
W^pR.” 

Bruised but victorious, Elloitt and company 
returned to Victoria. Capt. Turpin and crew 
remained in Esquimalt, in navy ocils. Officer 
McMillan had needed inteneive m^ica] treatmant 
before he was pevnounoed in satisfactory 
condition. 

Finally hauled into Admiralty Corat a 
griming Capt. Turpin joyously heard Jiatice 
Joseph Needham award Capt. Stamp cniy 
fl.OOG^less ilvan half the sum Turpin had offered 
in the first place, and a quarter of which was to 
be paid to Isabel’s crew. However, in observance 
of the Moneta's poor manners. Needham assessed 
Capt. Turpin costs. 

March of 1868 brought yet more aotfan to (he 
busy steamer. She had been towing toe Hswoaian 
bsrk Rosalia, laden with 150,000 tons of lumber, 
brom Burrard Inlet, ahen she encountered (he 900- 
ton British s>hip Fanny and took her In tow'adao. 
The little convoy proceeded stoadity across (he 
Gulf as far as the San Juans, when a savage 
sou'easter descended wKhout warning. Wsttsn 
minutes, all three sMps were in trouble, 

"Shortly afttsr the gate oommenoed (he 
Rosalia's hawser parted and she drifted astern, 
and after beating about uatil 5 o'clock (tbe next 
morning), struck on Discovery Lsland. Hie Fanny 
continued a short distanee with the Isabel, otoen 
her hawser also parted, and before sail could be 
set she. too. was efaiven on Discovery Islstid. 

"Both vessels beet heavily all night kmg. ■Hie 
Rosalia, lying on toe aouthn'ty side of toe island, 
was exp^isod to toe full sweep of toe wind, and 
before day dawned her bottom was knocked 
completely out. The positioo of the Fanny is 
toe easterly side of tbe island and leas exposed, 
but owing to her heavy cargo she soon settled 
down on toe rocia and was full of water before 
Che captain and crew left her. AN hands landed in 
the ship’s boats. 

Capt. Pamphlett had 
lost two charges; Roaala was a total wreck. 
Fanny severely injured. 

This regrettable tun of eventa. not unnatur¬ 
ally, led t.j another appearance in admiraJft' court 
far owner Stamp. Rosa's firm claiming $20,000. 
Tbe case took nwre than a monrth, toe court 
finally ruling Rosalia had been victim of “want of 
seaman-like skill on the part of (her) captain.”

Then tt was back to towboating. ^Isabel 
haulkig ti>e ccilier Remtjio from 
Flattery. Wiih 187-1, she joined the boorrlies 
Cassiar goldrush trade, hustling miners afid 
freight to Stikine River, then returned to berf 
familiar Puget Sound run. / 

l.ater that year the Starrs had her complexly 
overhauled: Machinery rebuilt and pasariif^er 
capacity increased to enter the Alaskan trade: .Six 
, mootia after, white t»wing the bark Empress 
Eugenie off Discovery l£lar.d. scene of her 
disaster with Funny and Rosalia six years before, 
she ran agiound and stuck fast, stranding the 
Eugenie at the same time. The ti^ Grapi^er 
f succeeded in flouting* tbe hark, then aS^ted 
i Isabel's release. She was no sooner freed torn 
Capt. Dan Morrison went below to survey her 
damage, when she again grounded in the narrow 
passage. 

■n>is time he took no chances, transferring hi* 
cargo to the Gmppler. LighU'ned. Isabel, flcated 
free gnj returned to poirt. blushing. altooup;h 
Mvri.sm bUimed the misforturie onv pUat 
McKinnon. 

Victoria shipwright P. E. Forbes sailed wito 
her to .Seattle to supervise repairs. 

May ot 1978 brought her owners a suit for 
$1344.toe owners cX toe ship Oraee Darling 
charging Isabel had towed their carrier from 
Departure Bay the previ.ais November—light 
over a reef. It took the Hon. Sir Matthew Bailli* 
Begbic and a Royal Navy aaacssur but two days 
to dismiss toe case, decreeing the Darting's 
officers had contributed to the mishap Ihrxigfi 
negligence. 

There were many voyages in f >U mdng yea«, 
Isabel exiKTiencB^ the frigid, tojgj' water? of 
Alaska and the bustling marine highwnsrs between 
Victoria and New Westminster, aftd Puget Sound. 
But, by 1K88, .she was nearing the end. The Starr 
brodWRis finally laid her up at Gig Harbor «?4)en 
their new ship North Pacific was detivered from 
(he builders. 

bi Dt'cember, 1888, toe gallant old Unre- 
kraghtcr-tug and "pirate'’ was purchased by coal 
baron Rol)ert Dunsmuir. During the trial trip to 
Gomox. (he aging worltoors** attained her oldtime 
record of nine knots. 

She continued as a passenger liner between 
B.C ports for eight more years, when replaced 
by (he new steamer Joan, fit IS8I she was 
reduced to toe ignommiuuf but useful role at 
aamtine iHarrt and quarters for (fshermm, her 
powerful engines having been removed. Two 
yean later she was can?-erted jri again, this time 
to a steam barge.

The busy sidewficeler (hen was sold to toe 
Starr brothers of Puget Sound, «4to ran her 
between Victoria and Port Towns e nd, eormecting 
wito the Oregon steamer Alida twice weriUy with 
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they climbed Kinabalu, the hif^wst mountain in 
South East Asia, some 1.1.455 feet. Hans, now 
right, did the entire trip on foot this time. He 
holds the record erf being the youngest European 
boy to have climbed this mountain. 

They came to Vancourer the long way raund. 
To make sure they had chosen toe right spot they 
wanted to see Australia and New Zealand. *n:ey 
took the freighter Kristin Bakke fnxn Singapore 
to Fremontie, c roos e d Australia by train Id 
Sidney, thence by toe Ellinis, formerly (he 
LurMne. known to many people here, to New 
Zealand.

It seemed bke old times in Se p te m ber. 1879. 
nRen babri raced the ENza Ajiderson from 
Victoria. As before, durir^ her contest with toe 
Enterprise, Isabel had beaten her opponent to the 
punch, slipping her lines first. By the time Ihe 
Anderson braled past what b now FMiei man's 
Wharf, Isabel had njund«i Ogdm Itoint, leaving 
only "a tong streak of black smoke to mark her 
process.” 

Fasesnatod citizerB owtehed toe bucking 
steamers out of sight around Beacon Hill Park. 
When last seen, Capt. E. 'A. Starr was mcreaebig 
Ms lead with "spacc-des’ourfag strides.” 

Isabri ran steadily between Victoria and Puget 
Sound, with an occasional voyage to Nanaimo, 
behaving, for the most part, respectahly and 
without incident. 

In August, 1871, she enjoyed a moonlight 
excursion to Esquimak with a happy company of 
200 Victorians. At the naval base they had 
enjoyed dancing to the band of HMS Zealous, then 
returned to toivn. 

T^ occ a sion had been almost marred by 
tragedy when William Crockfard, perhaps more 
relaxed toan hb companions, feU overboard at 
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Otto HeiiM celebrated hU 92nd birthday March 19 
at St* Anthony^s, Langford. Bom in Nebraska in 1877, 
this Island pioneer was, at times, farmer, carpenter, 
bartender, actor, stage director, accountant, and music 
teacher.

FIRST RENZ HOME AT PABK8VI1XE. 


When I first met Otto Renz, in 
Eiecember 1968. he was recovering 
from a fractur^ hip in St. Joseph's 
Hos[Mta] in Victoria. His cM friend, 
my Uncle Victor, and I had come 
from Nanaimo to visit him. He was 
somewhat weak but quite cheerful. 

It was only a few weeks later 
that he was up and around at the 
Goi^ Road Hospital rehabilitatka 
centre. On my visits to him there 
end later at St. Anthwiy's, I enjoyed 
his recounts of pioneer days. 

Otto was bom on a farm by the 
Missouri River at Nebraska Oty, 
seat of Otoe Gninty fwhence his 
name.) At this time the area was 
suffering from a grasshopper 
famine. 

Otto's father could recall how the 
fields turned black 48 hocus after an 
insect cloud had settled. 

So in early 1800 the family 
abandoned the farm to this r^ague. 

Renz senior, both a baker a 
teamster by trade, heard prospects 
were good In Oregon. They set off 
on the Oregon trail, along the bank 
of the fouth Platte River. Otto's 
mother told him how they passed 
the battlefield of General Custer, 
just four years after the massacre. 
There were still a few bax>ds of 
hc^tile Indians not yet on reserva- 
liona Whites travelling unprotected 
were still being attacked, although 
forts w^re every 20 miles along the 
trail. 

Otto’s father opened a coffee 
shop and bakery in Baker City, Ore. 
As business was poor, a year later 
they went to Union, and then to 
Pendelton. While the family stayed 
there. Renz senior worked s few 
months in Idaho. On his return, he 
partnered in the establishment of 
the Castle Rock Hotel on the 
Columbia River. 

When sewn years old. Otto 
w-atebed the Indians bring trading 
t)OTSes across the Columbia from a 
big Indian reservation. 

His father sold out in 1884 and 
W’ent to Portland. There he learned 
that a baker was needed at the St. 
Francis Hotel in Victoria, where 
Goodwill Enterprises Is now. And so 
et seven years of age Otto came to 
Vancouver Island. 

His fa^r left the hotel for a 
chance to drive team for Stelly's 
farm. ITie Stellys had a big ^me 
where the library is now. Back of this 
was a cow bam and orchard. Teams 
delivered grawl from a pit where 
the Springridge subdivision is nou*. 

When winter came Otto’s father 
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became cook for Muir's sawmill at 
S)x>ke. By March. 1885, he was back 
in Victoria and met Bill Leeson 
while fishing off the harbor. Bill told 
him of E A N Railway land for sale 
near Port Albemi.

And so In March. 1885, the Renz 
family acquired land on what is 
Church Ro^ in present day Parks- 
ville. They cleared a little land at a 
time. Otto says that a neighbor with 
a yoke of <»cen wanted land for 
sowing oats. He made a deal with 
his father to borrow the team in 
return for the use of such acreage. 
Two years later Renz got his first 
cow, then more cattle and pigs to 
make a mixed farm. 

Otto remembers (he late 1880s 
wiiefi a big snowfall was followed by 
heavy rains. Floods on the English¬ 
man River destroyed the dike on the 
Hirst farm, but spared the Renz 
place which was on higher ground. 

The farm was ne\'er really 
profitable. But his father had a fine 
herd and he made some money off 
the pigs. 

Otto remembers shooting his first 
cougar he was a good shot at the 
age of 12. He was repairing tiw bem 
door when he heaiti a pig squealing. 
He found a half-grown cougar had a 
big sow by the ear. A hasty shot 
wounded the cat’s front leg. The 
next brought It down as It tried fur 
the bush. 

■Hiere was a swamp on the farm, 
and Otto had to remove the beaver

dams to drain It. In the soggy eardi 
he found many slate arrowheads, 
used by earlier-day Indians to kill 
ducks. 

Mr. MacMillan, who had a farm 
at Errington, ran the government 
telegraph office and was also road 
foreman. When he left in summer on 
road WDiic he gasv Otto the job of 
inspecting the lines In that area. 

Otto was also good at carpentry. 
He recalls working on the construc¬ 
tion of the old cedar church, which 
stands today, and he remembers in 
particular dovetailing the comers. 

Partcsville was a Itmely place in 
those days, Otto recalls. 'Ilwre were 
few settlers. For the weekly dances 
at the schoolhouse. Andrew Hirst on 
the accordion was (he band. Otto 
bought an old accordion from him 
and learned to play by ear. As he 
became proficient at the instrument, 
he would substitute for Andrew. 
Young Frank Parks would accom¬ 
pany on the violin, and so the bend 
grew. 

Ilte turn of the century saw Otto 
back in Victoria. Vi’hile studying 
music and accounting, he worked as 
a bartender at the old Queens Hotel, 
and later at the Trilby Music HaO. 
In the early 1900s he was e 
vaudeville actor and stage manager 
at the Lyceum The.itre. It was 
located in the Duck Buillding, which 


still stands bi the 1300 Block of 
Broad Street. 

At the Lyceum. Otto showed the 
first motion ideture in Victoria. He 
had obtained a projection machine 
from Chicago and it was cranked by 
hand. 

ITie film, of a train in motion, 
lasted (»ily a few minutes. 

Later, as the vaud'^ville shows 
gave Way to movie houses, Otto 
started a business school, speclaliz* 
ing in accounting. 

He recalls expelling one class of 
girls for spendir^ too much time 
skating at the old Patrick Arena. 

A few years later, Otto took a 
tour of the U.S.A. before returning 
to the Parfcsville area. The old Renz 
farm had been sold, but Otto 
acquired a new acreage at Coombs. 
Here he weathered the depression 
years, farming a little, whfle 
tead)ing music and accounting. He 
had a schod at Port Albemi for 
awhile. 

Tn 1934 Otto moved to Nanaimo. 
He taught musk and accounting in 
his school cn Haliburton Street until 
he retired in 1953. 

Otto has led a varied and 
adventurous life from Nebraska Oty 
to Nanaimo. And now at Langfoitl. 
Perhaps his true pursuit has been 
... he stili entertains on the 
piano at St. Anthony's.

Canadians are pouring so much money for new hotels and resorts into the Caribbean 
that there is fear in some quarters that the islands will become as commercialized as 
Waikiki itself, and that the native beauty will be destroyed forever.

One Canadian company, Com^ 
monicealth Holiday inns, is build¬ 
ing. no less than 12 hotels in the 
West Indies, and most of them are 
in small islands which so far have 
had little development. 

In one island there^s a ban on 


high-rise hotels, and in some parts 
of the Hawaiitm Islands there's a 
rule that the buildings must con¬ 
form to the Polynesian, or in the 
case of the West Indies, the Carib¬ 
bean pattern, I hope they stick to 
their guns. 


Most Canadians who visM the Caribbean come 
from die East. With jets dying sevnal times a 
day out of Toronto axMl Montreal tMs is not 
surtHnsmg. bi isider five hours of leaving either 
of these airports the farthest C^tribbeef} island is 
in range. 

The direct route from Toronto is to Nassau in 
(he JBahamas and Jamaica, while most of the 
Montreal planes fly by way of Bermuda, Antdgua, 
Barbados to ’f’inidad. 

Montrealecs seem to have taioen a special 
liking for Antigua, because French Canadians 
aboimd everywhere. Barbados on the other hand 
is more English Canadian, and apparently this 
has always been so. most of the Leeward 

and Wkidward Islands are predominantily Roman . 
Catholic, the biggest church In Barbados is \ 
Anglican. 

Grenada which «vas in the hands of the 
French for many years is one of the Roman 
Catholic strongholds, but very little of the French 
language except in proper names baa survived. 

When my wife and I introduced ourselves as 
Western Canadiaia, from British Oolinihka, we 
were often asked why we c.-une so far to the 
Oaribbean instead of using the okteer and iimhc 
converuent Hawiian Islands. Souttieni CaUfomaa 
or Mexico. 

The queetion isn't always easy to answer, but 
one thing we know deCiniidy is toaat the weather 
in the Caribbean in January and February is not 
only warmer, but much more re^iabie than it is 
on Kawadi. I don’t remember every having seen a 
bad day (hiring my vartous visits tfiere. Rain 
sitowers. of coutsp, bik never of very kng 
duration 

Another contraat between tiie smaMer Carib¬ 
bean islands and thane of tlie Hawaiian group is 
(he way of Uving. ‘ 

Even away from Hinohilu whl^ is nattang 
but a huge American rity, tiie Htewr'adan Islands 
are very definitely a pfeoe of the U.S. You can 
feel k everywhere. 

In the Caribbean Islands native cus(ioins 
prevail. From the traffic which moves on (he left 
and the fruit and straw markets to the ootorfully 
dressed native women, tite men ri(kng their 
donkey that look half their size, cMies like SC 
John's in Antigua. Bridgetown to Barbados. 
Plymouth in Mont»err:»t and St. George’s in 
Grenada, are unmntola-tbly exotic and exriting to 
the Canadian.

My wife and I used both BWIA and LIAT.

When we were in Ant%ua we took a hop by 
LIAT to Montserrat in a (^nadian-bujlt Otter. A 
20-intei joumey, (he Otter took ua there in Utde 
mere than 10 minutes, and there was a thrill as 
we approached the dark-green beeviiy-mountained 
island. We appeared to be driving straight into a 
mourttainside when the CXter turned quickly to 
the left and from there dropped right on to the 
Island's main airport—a strip of flat land along 
(he mouttadnous shoreline. 

Quite a number of small island airports have 
this characteristic. But It gives srou a queer 
feeling in your stomach even if you are warned in 
advance that ttsa is the right way into the 
airstrip. 

When we arrived at the tiny little Montserrat 
Airport it was Just a few minutes after 8 o’clock 
in the morning. We made arrangements with a 
local taxi-driver, who knew our friends Ian Ed¬ 
wards. Air Canada’s man In Antigua, and he 
escorted us to our car. 

A crowed was gathered around the trunk, and 
before we nude off our Cabby completed his task 
of selik^ beer and harder iiqisds to peoi:^ who 
asked for the^ “eye-openors.” 

Accustomed as we are here to stein bqutxt 
laws, VK fotmd this somo^^iat surprising. 

When eventually all the empties had been 
collected and all the accounts settled we asked 
0^>by if he had a bcenoe to seU liquor. 

he answered with some surpri-se in his 
voice, “but I am licenced to drive a taxicab.” 

“Does the govemm^ of Montserrat not frown 
upon this sort of thing?” I asked. 

“miy shouldn't I,” he retorted. '"There is no 
gang shop near the airpext, and I am dodng the 
people a service by inovidh^ them. Everyone is 
very happy about M.” 

Then I asked the taxi-<Mver how things were 
fa this, (he last of the & *itis>i cbkxAea in the 
Leew^ird and Windward Island chains. 

“A lot more peo{4e are taking an in tere s t in 
Montserrat, moat of them Canadians.” he 
answered. "And you know the strange thing s 
that most of it has happened since a U.S. Jet Uner 
last year crashed into one of our mountains with 
heavy loss of life. 'Hiat put Montser r at on the 
map.” 

This is perhai>s true for there wre probably 
many to ^^om Montserrat was just a vague 
name until the Jet Uner crashed while k was 
searching for the airport at the neighboring Island 
of Antigua. 

In just the same n^y the recent events in 
Antigua have brought that even .teenier island 
into the world's newspapers, and no d'XJbt in 
future Anguillans will benefit through a new How 
of tourists who will want to see the Island and its 
people who defied the might of the British raj. 

fa view of what is now happening I am s irry I 
did not try to vkk Anguilla wt^ I was as near to 
H as Montserrat and Antigua, but I met one or 
two Anguillans and I was struck, as one U struck 
in many parts of the Caribbean, by the suspicion 
that exists between citizens of one tropica! 
banana republic and another. 

An officer of the Anguillan department of 
agriculture who perhaps becau-se of the present 
difficulties should remain anonymous, trAd me 
that while he upheld the decision of bk island to 
out kxse Iriam St. KHts and Nevis, he was at tiie 
»ame time very doubtful ctf the long term wisdom 
of the step. 

Indeed in genera] it can be said that the 
Caribbean islands are so different from one 
£tfia(h«', th^ some form of economic union is 
Imperative if the best use is to be made of the 
resources. Many of the islands are complemen- 
Cary to one another rather than being comped- 
(live. 

CARIFTA. which spelt out is the Caribt>ean 
Islands Free Trade Association is d >ing its best 
to bring about wider trading, but bi an urea 
where independence is very new — most of them 
within the past five years have severed their ties 
from Britain — the free traders do not have an 
easy task. 

For Instance, Montserrat—lush and fertile—is 
known as the breadbasket of the Caribbean. The 
potatoes it grows are said to b? the finest in the 
world, yet the neighboring Island of Antigua, just 
gasping for fruit and vegetables does little or no 
trade with k, and content s itself with importing 
butter firom New Zeeland, potatoes from Ireland, 
cheese and butter from Denmark and Britain and 
bacon from Canada. 

Inoidentally Montserrat’s potatoes were origi¬ 
nally Imported from Ireland, and indeed the 
Ifatary of the Island in the last few centuries is 
largely Iskh. 
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When Cromwell endeavored to conquer that 
island during the British Protectorate he landed 
up with a kit of troubiemakere on his hands. So 
he shipped them oft to the agonies and 
Monfaerrat was one {^ace he chose. 

Many Irish names stiU appear in the 
Montserrat telej^vine directory, and the descen- 
dents of the Irish probably have had the last 
laugh on the old Protector. They quickly settled 
dcMvn on (he lush isle, and for many years grew 
ail the limes that were bought by the Briti^ navy 
and used by the crews as an antidote to scurvy. 

Mmtserrat wHh its high mountBJns fertile 
valleys and quaint cusrtfxns is a delig^itfu] spot, 
but it has mere difficulty getting its share of the 


tourist business because nature has given it black 
sand rather than wtute sand beaches. 


What is wrong with black sand beaches, you 
may aek? Good question. 

First the black sand draws in the heat of the 
sun and makes them almost unbearably hnt to 
walk on with the bare feet and secondly it (urns 
the lovely shades of the Caribbean sea into a 
darker less atteaotive colcx-. It’s a small matter, 
but it means something when tourists are con¬ 
cerned.

There can be tut doubt of the 
value of museums in the mind of 
anyone who watches a class of 
school children go through the 
Courtenay Museum. They are so 
eager and interested and ask such 
intelligent questions. Of course, if 
you are over — say 50 — it shakes 
you when they exclaim over some¬ 
thing — like the old wall telephone — 
which weu a commonplace in your 
youth. 


Mrs. Rene Hardine has been Iht guiding 
spirit of the museum ever since H was merely a 
speculative look «n the faces cl the members of 
tfie Courtenay and District Historical Society. 
From the fikvt she encouraged teacten to bring 
ti>e«r clnaeri and worked out sn exoeilent 
expianatory talk lo give them. She enjo>s 
answering their questions. 

For the past two summers there fans been a 
regular attendant at the museun, but Mrs. 
Harding hkea to lend « hand iMicn a group is 
expected. The children get the ide« that it Is her 
muaeiHn and wnite her Ihasdc-^ou letters 
accordingly. Some of the letters are atoo 
tuklresoed to ttw attendant, but moaM^ they rend 
“Dear Mrs. Harding." 

Actually the museum, which is attached to 
the Chamber of Ooniinercc Building wMeh houses 
the touriat bureau, is the pride and Joy of tSw 
Oourteray and District Htstoneal Society. It » 
becMTiing overcrowded, but that does not prevent 
it from being a {^oe at delight to the many 
chBdren who viait. iW well as school classes, 
Brownies and Guides, many children oome wito 
their parents or on their own. 

I have before me two bundlea of letters which 
Mrs. Harding patted on for me to read. They are 
charmii^! Om Is fmn Grade 4 pupils at 
Courtenay riementaty, and ttie other fn»n a 
similar grade at the Ahport school. 

Though toe I c tt cis express individu^ty, there 
is a curious similarity in the top prioritiee. Meat 
of the boys and many of the girls mention the 
Indian ^ulls as beq'ng of the greaitest kitereet. A 
number of girls vote fn- the bridal ikess which 
dates back to the ISSOs and Is displayed on a 
department store mannequin. Both bc^ and girls,

WEST COAST TALES

The grave of Giutav Han$enf the 
Flying Dutchnumf and the totem 
marker had been obliterated by the 
rains and the luxuriant under¬ 
growth long before I went to Kyu¬ 
quot, Nothing remained to mark 
Hansen*8 last resting place when 
we went one afternoon with other 
Kyuquot fishing families to picnie 
on the seaward side of MacLean 
Island which forms the outer arm 
of the cove. 


Landing our skitte on the inside of the iaUind 
we left our trollers anchored in Oaninnick Cove, 
and pushed our way through the salul to an outer 
bay. Here was an exeellciit sand beach composed 
of fine, grey granite pulverized over the centuries 


by the Pacific waves. 

We sunned ourselves and swam in the Iotv 
•urf, occasiunUy avoiding huge Cyanea, the giant 
norttiem jrilyfisb, big as a plate, which drifts in 
from open ocean by late summer to reproduce in 
the warmer waters against the coast. The yard 
long, sticky tentacies suspended below the 
jellyfish were said to be poisnaous, and none of us 
wanted to test the truth of the story. 

At the head of Claninnick Cove w4tere a 
small, clear river flowed out of the mountains, 
tfiere were signs of old logging. Old timers 
claimed that this logging, delected only by a few 
high stumps and a vague road up the vaHey had 
first been doiv with eaten, and perhaps again 
later with machinery. 

Along this overgrown road in springtime wild. 
^lk>w vkrfets formed a mat underfoot. Deep pink 
erythranium or Easter lilies grew in sunlit 
spaces, and even a rare miniature trillium would 
be found. 

On the grassy flats at the mouth of the river, 
wild clover, rarely seen away from the 
settlements p%w thick and green, and pink* 
flowered. Perhaps It really had been seeded long 
ago by logger's oxen. 

So here it was at lonely Claninnick Cove, 
named toe an Indian chief of the ISGO’s, that 
Indian village be knew so well. 

As for Hansen's friend, cx-sealer and 
storekeeper Amos Ellis who grubstaked him on 
hk prospecting trips, he too was gone when I 
went to KyuQuot, but traces of his life ^ill 


inoldered beneath the dark spruce trees. 

In a little cove about a mile from the main 
settlement a cedar-shaked cabin bid among toll 
salal and limbic berry canes. We were impressed 
by the spot Immediately. Here was a flat piece 
of land a rare enough thing on the western const, 
and just beside the ideal building site was tiny 
stream that ran winter and summer. 

Although the west coast oi Vancouver Island 
is extremely wet in winter, long dry spells in 
summer make w’ater close at hand a necessity. 

Here Amos Ellis had once lived with hl« 
fridian wife. After Ws death the tide to the land 
had reverted to the government, and the 
encroaching forest was fast swallowing Ws 
clearing. We had heard that govemment-ownod 
land could often be bought tor as little as ton 
dollars an acre, a sum that even we, who's 
reeources at that time were somewhat meager, 
could afford. 

Banking on our ability to buy the land we 
oidered a small tent through the maU redrr 
eatalogue. and with two dollars wrarth of himbee 
for flooring, we set up camp on toe land. . 


T chopped away salal and thimble berry to 
provkie <■ .spare .tround our tent and room fur 
our future cabin. As I cleared the biLsh away 
stunted raspberry eancs and undernourished 
strawherry plants, ri'mments of Ellis' garden 
camr tn light. 

We fotr flown the mtted remains of Ellis’ 
cabin and hurraed it. Buildings that are not 
regularly heated and aired som decay in that wet 
climate. 

Here, while we camja*d we built our first 
home, a krg cabin. We cut p(des in the bush, 
r>eo]ed them, ami lifted tiiom into place. As the 
walls grew higher, the logs became more difficult 
to handle, and we were grateful for the help of 
fishermen frietidi. 

To chink the cracks >>etwe e n the logs I 
gathered thick, grey Spanish moss from the kwer 
limbs ol tJie firs and spniee behind our building 
site. 

One ctoudy day as 1 walked along the ntugh 
ti'siJ beside the creek. I glinipsed a showy animal 
fieeing into iite lirusit Although I was barely 
aware that I had seen anything, a chili ran down 
my buck. 

Stan was nut impressed. *'Our neighbor's 
ooUic from over the ridge." he said. 

This indeed, was very likely since less than a 
mile separated us fnim anfjther family However,

As for Jaek Donohue, brother-in-iaw of Amos 
Ellis and partBre ot Gustav Han.««'n, he too was 
gone from Kyunuot before I w'ent there. However,

On a little p'''*ntontBry, known kicaliy as 
Sam's Point, in the Kvunuot inlet.s. tlie red roof of 
a deserted, wenthrriierten cabin shelved among 
unpruned apple trees, and wild crab apfie bushes. 

Here, oldtimer* anid. DtMiahue's Indian wife 
had ended her riayr 

Married a serond time, again to a white man, 
she had lived ir the hou.se her husband built for 
her overlooking her beloved inlets. Her husband 
wnriced at a l^ging oemp at Oiamiss Bay, just 
around the Fkiim 

Misfortune d eged this second marriage. The 
girl who had once b>H'n so athletic that she had 
easily saved Donrihue from drowning, n-w 
became crippled and bedridden. 

Her husband wa« also unwell. He w i-shed that 
he could catch the steamship Princc.ss Maouinna 
southbound to \Tetoria to have a d-ictor 
investigate the strange soreness in his mouth, but 
he could not leave hw crippled wife, and anyway 
they needed the m-mey be earned. 

One evening after a day's hard work he 
paddled wearily ho;Tie around the Point. As the 
keel scraped on to** boulder beach he sensed 
rather than knew t'lat something was wTong., 
There was no lirb* ir tSo cabin, no smoke from the 
chimney. 

The door st- ed • ren^ a faint od >r of burnt 
wood drifted out. Pc struck a match. As the 
flame flickrred ho saw a crumpled heap on the 
floor besid^ a charred MJe. 

In a minute he knew toat she was dead. He 
was sure it was not accidental, but how could he 
prove his susp'rioos’ it would seem to others 
that she had set th^ floor ^lazc accidentally as 
she crawled about the room. 

As he had expected subsequent investigntions 
labelled her death accidental. Still, oldtimers 
shexA their heads when Sam's Point came into 
the conversation "It was a mighty strange 
incident.” they said, shaking their heads.

Huatera of tke Arotle Is simple 
and uncluttered with background. It 
simply tells what he saw and did ifl 
an account of experiencoi so teima- 
tlc in themselves that they needed 
no embellishment. 

His story was doubly interesting 
to me. He visited SMne of the same 
places and met some of the same 
people I did on my Northwest 
Territories trip. He visited Bay 
River, Fbrt Smith and YeHowioufe 
and the people and peaces be 
tiescribes are familiar to me. 

His big caribou hunt wldi sled 
and dog team starts the frozen 
waters of Great Slave Lake fnxn 
Snowdrift with the same Cbipewyan 
Indian guides I Ashed witii at 
Snowdrift. 

These Indians—Joseph and Henri 
Cathedique, Joe and Napedean Mit¬ 
chell, Augustin Enzio—even describe 
how they spend their summers 


guiding “American millionaires’’ at 
the same tourist lodge where 1 
fished with them for Arctic grayling 
and whopping Mg lake trout 

But I was there in summer. 'Hie 
st<»*y is about winter when the 
Indians travel by dog tied over 
frozen lakes and deep snow, tending 
their trap lines and hunting caribou. 

Ihe two French adventwers 
travelled with them, slept on the 
snow in bitter suh-zero tmnperatures 
in hastily erected tents witii the 
rugged Indians and they ^nt days 
in the Igloos with Esidmoe. sharing 
their meagre rations of raw seal- 
meat. 

With both Indians and Eskimos 
they travelled 1,250 miles, the 
distance between Paris and Buchar¬ 
est. It had taken about 40 days by 
sled and daily mileage depefided 
upon the nature of the country and 
the snow ccxiditions. 

They said the Eskimo teams 
were generally faster and they 
sometimes ^ered 75 miles a day in 
the icefields. The btdians travelling 
through the bush had many short, 
but difficult slopes to n^:otiate, and

there were frozen raptds which 
called great care or detours. But 
on the many lakes the Indians easily 
covered 10 miles in an hour. 

ITie only way to warm up was to 
run alongside the dogs, but they 
found it difflcult to keep up with 
them for more than a few hundred 
yards. 

They found the cruelty of the 
Indians mi the hunt “unbelievable.” 

But they rationalized that such is 
the life of the Indians . . . they hunt 
In order to live, to eat, in teder to 
survive. 

But the graphic descriptions at 
the caribou hunts teU the story of 
the cruelty the author-photographer 
team felt. 

ITie caribou used to |nt>vide most 
of the food of the fridians wdio live 
around Great Stave Lake, but now 
merely supMcments it. In recent 
years working at summer camps for 
holiday fishermen or for prospecting 
parties, and trapping at other times, 
have efiabted Indians to earn fairiy 
good Incomes. They buy much of 
their food and dothing at the Bay. 
So the old way, the hunter’s life, is 
gradually disai^>earli%. 

Further to the nn-th in the 
Eskimo iand they found the skidoo is 
rei^acing the Eskimo’s huskies. 
Some Eskimos even hunt bear on a 
skidoo, as indeed did their guide on 
a successful pdar bear hunt, but 
they travelled Eskimo dog team. 

They were tdd everything was 
false about the Eskimu. “Smiles, 
smiles and more smiles . . . They 
were much easier to ^t along with. 
Yet we could hardly compere the 
Eskimos’ way of life with that of the 
Indians. Here we were in contact 
witii primitive man, in the fullest 
sense of the term; witii preh isto ric 
man, one might say. We had no 
right to judge these peo^e, but only 
to accept them as they were and 
take things as they came.” 

Not an the Eskimos of the north 
are so primitive, but the French 
adventurers Insist^ that they travel 
and live with the tsdated band of 
Eskimos at Agu Bay w li ei e the 
Eskimos still survive by hunting 
seals and pdar bear and have tittle 
to do with the white man. 

Ihelr trip had a satisfying emting 
when they had the opportunity to see 
and photograph the fatsdous musk¬ 
oxen of the north. Ihe book is well 
illustrated with pleturra of their 
adventures. 

*1 remember now tint when 1 
left Snowdrift, Henri CatiiMique 
came to me and said shyly: 'Jt ever 
you come beck, Td like to make a 
trip with you again’,” reoaled 
author Frison-Roche. 

“No Eskimo ever said that to 
me; they are all too proud. And at 
course I do belot^ to the white race 
they scorn; toe the Zlsidmos are 
Inuk, the men—the csily one who can 
live by their own resources in the 
Arctic climate, pnhaMy the most 
terrible in the world.

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SIR JOHN A/s LETTERS REVEAL 
WARMTH OF DEEP FAMILY BOND

When, during centen¬ 
nial year, books about Sir 
John A. Macdonald were 
being published every 
few weeks (or so it 
seemed) a reader sought 
my advice as to which' 
book about ^Hhe best 
known Canadian in our 
history’’ she should buy. 

As so much drivel on the 
subject appeared in 1967, I told her 
that a correct evaluation could not 
be made until the smoke had 
cleared. Which is now. I have 
advised the lady to buy the two 
volume biography by Donaid Oeigh- 
ton and, to round out the pictore, 
also to buy Afferttonateiy Youra. 

The latter bot^. Just published, 
contains 205 letters of Sir John A. 
Macdonald and his family, all that 
remains of what must have been a 
voluminous cor r e s pondence. 

The charm of Alfeettonately 
Toara is that it is almost totally 
devoid of pcfitics. Sir John A's 
family rarely tried to influence him 
and he did not need their advice. 
But die letters reveal that he 
desperately needed their affection 
and approval. 

The most Interesting letters are 
those he wrote to his mother and his

sisters, in which he was able to 
indulge in a bit of boasting without 
fear d ridicule. In 1842, on his first 
trip to England, he listed for his 
mother the names of the great and 
near great he bad seen. 

And in 1888. then a statesman, 
he wrote to his sister and enclosed a 
letter from Lord Lansdowne "to 
show you the terms Lord L. and X 
were on." 

But, as editor J. K. Johnsem 
points out. Macdonald did not use 
his family merely to indulge a 
juvenile egoism. The letters reveal, 
better than anything else could, that 
Macdonald was, by turn, a dutiful 
son, a f<md husband and father, a 
protective brother, and an Indulgent 
grandfather. 

Sir John A's personal life was 
tragic. H!s first vrife. Isabella, was a 
painuracked invalid for 14 of the 15 
years of their marriage. Their first- 
Ixun son died in infancy and Isabella 
herself died a m<with after her 
husboTKl became prime minister. 

Compounding the tragedy was 
the Freu<lian relationship between 
Sir John A and his son Hugh and, 
bitterest pill of all, w'as that Mary, 
the beloved and only child of his 
second marriage (to Agnes) was a 
mentally retarded cri[T^e. 

These misfortunes, as well as 
the occasional hawv moments of Sir 
John A's life, are reflected in these 


letters to and from all concerned. In 
their intimacy, they reveal a 
warmth axid understanding, a 
glimpse—BUth as those we have had 
of Churchill—of a statesmen's 
dependency on the moral sui^rart of 
a lovli^ and united family. 

Many of these sur\'iving letters 
deal with routine family affairs and 
are of interest only because every* 
thing about Sir John A. Macdonald 
is d consuming historical impor¬ 
tance to every Canadian. They are 
simple documents, but then they 
were not written for posterity. 

Letters to his younger sister 
Louisa mostly ecaicem money mat¬ 
ters she was 3 spinster and he felt 
himself responsible for her welfare—

But even these 
show us a side of Mankmald’s 
character perhaps not generally 
known—that of a fundamentally 
kind, considerate and generoie- 
hearted man. 

J. K. Johnson's preface, in nhich 
he attempts to simplHiy the incred¬ 
ibly complicated Macdonald family 
lelationshipe, adds little to our un¬ 
derstanding, and the badly presented 
genealogical table compounds toe 
confusion. 

However, the letters are the 
flnng and no Canadian library would 
be complete without a copy of this 
book.

Alberta Good Government

This may come as a 
surprise to you younger 
readers but a political 
parly other than Social 
Credit once formed the 
government in Alberta, 

The party in power from 1921 to 
1935 was made up roakdy d 
farmers. It was called. approf»ri- 
ately enou;^, the United Farmers of 
Alberta, or more popularly, the 
UFA. 

And the UFA provided a good 
govemment too. Fir instance it saw 
to tt that Alberta and not the federal 
govenwoent had control over the 
mineral r^hte. 

But the party couldn’t withstand 
the .Social Credit carrot of S2S a 
month lor Wo for everybody, the 
unrest d a detwession and (yes. 
tliey did such things back in 1935) a 
sex scandal involving the premier. 

One of the members of the UFA 


cabinet for 13 years. Mrs. Irene 
Partby, is the subject of this soft- 
bound volume. 

Mrs. Parlby served as minister- 
without-portfidio. much as certain 
members of B.C.’s cabinet do today* 
She fuught well for the rights of 
women and the prrtectkm of chil¬ 
dren. She was one of the Famoijs 
Five prairie pioneeo vroroen who 
were responsible for the successful 
appeal to the Privy CnuncQ that 
women should be enrtadered as 
Person; and thus eligible for all 
rights, including appointmHit to the 
Canadian Senate. 

The author describes Mrs. Pari- 
by's early life in the Central Alberta 
town of Alix and of her childhood 
times in England. Ireland, India and 
Germany. The author seems to know 
)»er subject well and faesents the 
story in an easy-to-read style.

Predicting a best seller 
long before a book is pub¬ 
lished requires a highly 
sophisticated prophet sys* 
tern. 

What's needed is an impressive 
ability to antietpate North America’s 
elusive reading tastes, and an 
intimate knowledge of the book 
busineas. Not easy.. Yet. virtually 
every day this mdlion-dollar prob¬ 
lem of forecasting best sirtlen 
confronts America's two leading 
book dubs, The Literury Guild of 
America and the Book-<>f-toe-Month 
Hub. 

How do tbe clubs stack up ki this 
"guesafng" game? Right now (he 
N >. 1 beat seller for fiction 

(PortBoy's Oomptaiot), and the No. 
1 best seller among general bex^ 
(TW Mooey Gams) are both liter¬ 
ary Guild choices. 


But that's right now. How did the 
honk dubs do through'nit all of hist 
yt-ar? A review of the 1968 New 
Yorit Times best seIkT li.st 'which 
s most publishers and authors rely (si 
as the "offidal’’ rontkxvnt, disdoses 
that 79 bonks made it — 34 novels 
and 45 eeneral bn^cs. 

Of these 79 titles, the Literary 
Guild had 45 best sellers and t!te 
Book-of-4he-Monfh ^ub had 16. 

In fiction, the Uterary Guild 
correctly pk:ked 21 of the 34 best 
selling novels. Book-of.the-^tonl)^ 
had 6. 

Am<s)g getwral boiks. tJ« lit¬ 
erary Guild had 24 of the year's 45 
best sellers. Book-af-llte-Miinth had 
10 . 

For the 1968 season, tiic literary 
Guild hit a best selling ' batting'* 
average of .571. Book-of.ihe-.M<joih's 
average was .200.

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Richard's Trail 

. . . from Maple Bay 
to Westholme 


The highway through Duncan u 
bro€ad and bright^ On it are many 
colored lights, flags flying, banners 
and all the trimmings, it has its 
shopping plazas, modem business 
blocks and other commercial enter¬ 
prises. 

Alttvjugt) it is now tuoned Mo a fiour-iane 
- H^rwi±y. not to kng ago. licde more than a 
decade, York Road, now Hi^»ay I, was a 
finding oountry ttiovTAigtifare wticre ttw one 
eomer- gTTJcery was in the daade <S a taige maple 
tree wtMse branches spread over the sidewalk. 

Howe^.er. if >nu wish to rwe ki a oompietely 
Turai atmosphere, leaving the busde and 
trapping of the modeni «nrM belend, ynu oouM 
do no better than choose Richards' Trad o^-er the 
aide of Bail Motntain by turnng east on the 
haghway at Herd Road and then left at Lakes 
Road, and stepping into the past. 

On this fbur-miJe stretch, beheved to be the 
oldest road m the distriot. you wiU toavel o\'er 
bare mountainside, through deep for e st and 
bushland across rich bottom land, over swamps, 
where in spots, it is taxi, the originaJ cordiBoy of 
the old oxen trad can be seen. 

Part of the way you wiH catch gliDipaes of 
the beauttful blue mountains surroundiDg the 
Cowichan Valley'. You will pass between trees and 
bushes ot practically every variety on Vsnoouver 
Island, and >«iu may not pass another ear durk>? 
the whoie journey. Wcii,^ ran here in the old 
days, and deer and cougar are still seen. Deer 
ofvm. but cougars seldom. It is biacioopped meet 
of the way now. 

In one place you wU) pass an old log house 
nrm. used for a sbirage shed for cattle fodder, 
end in anrxher, the road cuts through a farm and 
you pass right alongside an old bam on <xie side 
end sheds on the other, which seems to g:^'e the 
hnpresskin that ynu are, dr:\’ing thmugh a 
barnyard. There is farm machinery in the Wwds 
now inst/i-ad rjf Clydesdales and wagons. 

Pochards' Trail was built to 1800 by a group 
of farmers who bad settled near Mount Prevost. 
R was to connect them ivith the main port of the 
distnet. Maple Bay. where them was the only 
water deep enough to Oowia^n at high tide to 
land settlers frem the old windjanuneis and nax-y 
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tfiipB. * 111)6 was also the only* way the mails came 
at #ie time, but they «'ere few and far between. 

TUs old oxeo trail wcxsid hren Maple Bay to 
Westhoime. and. at times, mearxkred aimeat to 
Ooftot). nearly four miles north. A leader to 
makang it was Joe Prichards, who bad just come 
from OomwaH. Engiand, and taken up 300 acres 
of farm land at Westholxne. He was the first 
eetder. His descendants are still Mvtog cn the 
Westhoime Road. 

The first St. Am's nixs came this a-ay and ft 
took tno days to reach their present site at 
Tzouhalem. They travelled by tnm. The only trad 
was Richards' Trail to Coaichan Bay, approxi* 
mateiy IS miles, making a haaardous yumey of 
about 30 miles. Did they hear the cougar’s 
I^atooi'e cry, see bear tracks, or elk leaping 
across the trail? 

N'onhere to the Cowichan Valley groM'S a 
greater profusion of wild arwers. Akjog the 
hedges and fences are honeysuckle, syringa, 
spirea, wild and briar roses, hawthome and 
ba r ks of all kinds. In the fields are daisies, 
dandebons. buttercups, larkspur, lilies, clover and 
many others, whue the streams and swamps

abound with f<irf«4-me-nots, Idngcups. and the 
shtoing vessels misnamed skunk cabbages. 

Near the pnx>perty of Joe's son, Albert 
Richards, at Wesihobne, grew the las^eto known 
fir tree on the Island. It was 14 feet in diajnneeer 
at the butt and was appirodmately 100 feet in 
height although M had loM part of its top. knocked 
off by the wind. It was bkjwn down a storm in 
1913. Hidden in the bushes are still the remains of 
its roots although most of it has rotted aw^ new. 

When the railway fixm Victoria to Nanaimo 
was built in 1S86, the stations that served the 
district were at Koksilah (south of Duncan) and 
Westholme. There was no Duncan at that time, 
only a tiny village of about 22 souls, called 
Alderlea. Westholme has remadned a small 
oountry village. whOe Duncan, being more 
centrally placed to the Omvieban disthet. has 
fcicreaa^ its size rapidly. 

After leavtog Richards' Trail and turning 
north on the Wostiv^e Road, once the highway, 
the Westholme post office and general store are 
passed, ttien you drive through an bxlian v*illage 
to Pinson's Comer, named aft^ another oldtimer. 

The ancient house that was there sumxtodcd 
by dalftxiils lias gradually disai^ie<ared. but some 
of the daffodils remain. 

The ntad to (Traften brandies off here, where 
stands a restaurant and motel decorated to a 
Tahitian motif. To the right is an Indian 
settlement and then a targe desened farm once 
called Swallowfields. 

A little north are the three picturesque 
bridges, the main one apannii^ the beautiful 
Chemainu.s RJver. Nestled on the west side erf the 
river is tiw qu.'iint little All Saints’ Anglican 
Church, built in 1880, to serve a few famibes at 
Westholme and Oofton. From this tiny church, 
set among dogwtxxk. mairfes and evergreens, 
dreaming beside a golden river, went 17 sons to 
give their lives in both uwld »*ars. Aciess from 
t!»e church are tlx? Wotonhalie Kennels where 
Gcnii;ut siicpherds are of an impfrtod blood line. 

You, are n.iw passing thnxjgh lovely farmland 
where lie fields are full of herds of Jersev-s, 
Shwlhoms .ind Holstotos. One fiirm went in for 
Brahma cattle-breeding several years ago. and 
tie cattle in tlie fields drew inferested spectators 
who passed on tie road. Westholme now merges 
into the ti>vvTi of Oiemainus. 

All along tltis route dixi’t forget to look for 
the remains of ancient sruike fences. Moss- 
covered, surrounded by lush grroth. they may be 
bard to find, but tixty are there f<»r those «1» 

to seek them out. WWlo you are enjoying ttw 
B^ht of them give a silent s:dutati<«i to the king- 
gene farmer who with pride and hope set these 
bounds to liis 'land. 
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
